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be deemed public utilities within the meaning of subsection (9) 
of section 66.06, and any town, village, city, county or other mu-
nicipality may finance such public utilities in accordance with 
the provisions of and in the manner provided in subsection (9) of 
section 66.06. For the purposes of such financing, rentals and 
fees shall be considered as revenue. Any indebtedness created 
pursuant to this subsection shall not be considered an indebted-
ness of such town, village, city, county, or other municipality and 
shall not be included in arriving at the constitutional five per cent 
debt limitation. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 480. 

AN ACT to create section 101.35 of the statutes, relating to con-
tract conditions in the construction of public works under fed-
eral funds. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do • enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read: 
101.35 CONTRACTS AND SURETY BONDS TO CONFORM TO FEDERAL 
REQUIREMENTS. In the construction of public works undertaken 
in this state from funds made available under the National Indus-
trial Recovery Act or any other act of the seventy-third congress, 
the requirements as to bid guaranties, surety bonds and partial 
payments on contracts and other contract conditions shall con-
form to the requirements prescribed by the federal government, 
notwithstanding the provisions of any statute or law of this state 
or of any ordinance of any political sulxlivision of the state to 
the contrary. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
